This year the Phoenix Staff asked many of our teachers to 
comment on the changes they have seen take place in the subjects 
they teach or the way these subjects are taught. 

Mr. Slavik, agriculture instructor, replied that ‘vocational 
agriculture is not a course designed for farm boys as it was in the 
1960’s. Now it involves rural and urban students of both sexes. 
Students study agriculture mechanics, forestry, horticulture, and 
plant and animal science skills.” 

Agriculture Classes are open to all interested students. Mr. Slavik 
teaches a five year program with the possibility of earning 1’ 
credits per year. 
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The Phoenix staff asked Mrs. Denton, 
one of John Battle’s art instructors, how 
she has seen art education change in 
recent years. She said, “The curriculum 
has changed very little as far as what is 
basic to good art. Classroom 
atmospheres are less structured, allowing 
more freedom of expression. The 
greatest change is that acrylic paint is 
used more often and is much more 
readily available than traditional oils.” 
For those interested in visual art, Mrs. 


Denton mentioned several opportunities 
for viewing art in this area. Colleges pro- 
vide excellent exhibitions; furthermore, a 
district museum, the William King Arts 
Center, is located in Abingdon and offers 
classes and exhibitions for additional 
study. 

Art I, Il, and Ill classes are offered at John 
Battle to interested students. In these 
classes students study various styles, ma- 
terials, and techniques.

Cooperative Office 
Education (COE), a division 
of business education, was 
started at John Battle six 
years ago. Under the 
direction of COE coordinator 
Mrs. Marsha Harvey, senior 
business students attend 
classes in the morning and 
work at an office in the 
afternoon. “The purpose of 
COE”, according to Mrs. 
Harvey, ‘is to prepare 
students for entry-level 
office jobs.” This year COE 
students are employed by a 
variety of employers, ranging 
from doctor’s and lawyer’s 
offices to industries. 
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Students have an 
opportunity to learn about 
retail, wholesale, and service 
businesses through 
Distributive Education. 
Taking jobs with local 
businesses, these students 
expand their marketing 
knowledge. 
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The Phoenix staff asked several 
English teachers to describe their 
classes and the ways in which they 
have seen them change. We 
received several different 
responses. Ms. Lori Crockett stated, 
“| don’t see much change, if any, in 
the way English is taught. What has 
changed is the attitude of the 
students. Some don’t seem to care 
about grades, they’re not as polite, 
and they seem to want something 
(grades) for nothing.” Mr. Bill 
Phelps, English and drama 
instructor, replied, “There is much 
more emphasis on writing than 
when | first started teaching. 
Readings in literature are more 
thought provoking, and there is far 
more written about minorities than 
in earlier years. Grammar has 
become more informal; there are 
fewer rules used today. There is 
also a major emphasis placed on 
speaking and listening skills.” Ms. 
Gail Robinson, who has been an 
instructor at Battle since 1979, 
commented, ‘I love teaching 
English, and it has always been a 
challenge. For the past two years, 
I’ve taught AP English, which has 
been the most demanding aspect of 
my career (other than writing my 
master’s thesis). It’s definitely 
college level and demands maturity 
from the students who dare to take 
it.” 

The English department offers CS, 
CP, T & G, and AP English for 
seniors. A journalism class produces 
our school newspaper, “The Trojan 
Voice”. Speech, drama, and creative 
writing are all taught in one course. 
The first semester of the course Is 
a speech and drama unit; the 
second semester is a creative 
writing unit. Students also take part 
in Theatre Festivals in which they 
have been very successful.

This past summer, Jeff Waddell and 
Tammy Smith were selected to attend 
the Governor’s Foreign Language 
Academics. Tammy, who attended the 
Spanish Academy vowed to speak 
nothing but Spanish for a month. 

Jeff, who attended the Governor’s 
Academy for Russian studies said this 
about his expereiences: ‘Attending the 
first Governor’s Russian Studies 
Academy was great. At the Academy, 
we studied the Russian language and 
Russian/Soviet culture. We had great 
lecturers and we learned Russian 
Dances and songs. We even visited 
Washington, D.C. and while there, 
visited the Senate, the Hirshorn 
museum, and the Embassy of the 
U.S.S.R. One of the most exciting 
events of the academy was when | got 
to present a T-Shirt to Governor Gerald 
Baliles when he paid a visit to us. The 
Academy was a great experience!” 
We congratulate Jeff and Tammy on 
receiving this honor. 
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When Mrs. Johnson was 
asked how French education 
has changed over the years, 
she replied, “The emphasis in 
modern foreign language 
teaching has shifted 
significantly over the past two 
decades. Twenty-five years 
ago, instruction was geared 
solely to reading, writing, and 
translating a language. Today, 
all areas of a language, which 
include learning, listening, 
speaking, reading, and writing, 
are stressed. There is a 
definite concern for oral 
proficiency, the ability to 
communicate effectively in the 
foreign language. Foreign 
language teachers feel strongly 
that learning another language 
should be both pleasurable and 
intellectually profitable.” 

Mrs. Johnson teaches two 
classes of French | and one 
each of French Il, Ill, and IV. 
She tries to introduce and 
develop listening, reading, 
writing, and conversational 
skills at all levels of study. The 
development of cultural 
awareness and appreciation is 
another important objective. 

French Ill student, Jennifer 
Silva, commented, “I think 
French holds a lot of 
opportunities for students. You 
not only learn about the 
cultures and traditions but the 
value of the language.” Wade 
Whitehead stated that the 
informality of the class was one 
of his favorite aspects. 
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Mrs. Thayer, Health, P.E., and 
Driver’s Education instructor 
told the Phoenix, “Physical 
Education needs to change to 
include things adults are 
interested in doing to keep fit. 
Emphasis should be on wellness 
(diet, stress, fitness) biking, 
hiking, swimming, along with 
golf, table tennis, tennis, etc. 
This does not mean learning to 
play or appreciate basketball 
isn’t important, but it should be 
kept in perspective.” 

On Driver’s Education, Mrs. 
Thayer commented, “Driver’s 
Ed is losing its clout as a 
subject that has some bite in 
keeping kids in school and 
doing the best they can in 
other areas in order to get a 
driver’s license. Since getting 
and keeping a license is a 
privilege, kids should lose the 
opportunity if they do not 
demonstrate that they are 
responsible students. For 
example, if a student is not 
adhering to the attendance 
policy, then why should this 
person be first on the list to 
drive? Why not wait until they 
have demonstrated that they 
are responsible students who 
abide by the rules.” She leaves 
us with this question, “Should a 
student who is constantly in in- 
school and giving trouble in 
class be allowed the privilege 
of getting a license?” 
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Mrs. Henkleman, a 
Home Economics 
instructor, said this 
about the changes in 
Home Economics 
instruction, “The only 
big difference in the 
Home Ec. department is 
that there are more 
males enrolled in our 
classes than 30 years 
ago. There have also 
been minor changes 
such as the updating of 
equipment. This 
equipment includes 
overlock machines, 
sewing machines, and 
microwave ovens.” She 
also tells us that there 
is now much more 
emphasis placed on 
parenting skills, 
consumer education, 
relations and personal 
development, as well as 
basic home management 
skills. 
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Horticulture is the study of 
production, using, and selling of 
foliage and flowering plants. 
Horticulture was first offered to 
students in the fall of 1967 with 
one of the agriculture teachers 
instructing the class. At that time 
only one class was offered. In 1972 
there were two classes, one single 
period class and another double 
period class. The present 
horticulture teacher, Phil 
McCroskey, was then a senior 
enrolled in horticulture at John 
Battle. Since that time there has 
been a full time horticulture 
instructor who teaches a full day 
of classes. Enrollment has 
increased from I2 students in 1967 
to around 95 students in 1988. 

A major change in horticulture 

is the enrollment. In the beginning 
girls were not permitted to take 
horticulture. Today 60% of the 
students are females. There has 
also been a classroom addition to 
the greenhouse in the past three 
years. This program has grown to 
be one of the most popular course 
offerings at John Battle. 
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Latin is a fairly new 
course offering at John 
Battle. Although it is not a 
spoken language today, Latin 
can be one of the most 
beneficial courses a student 
can take. In class a student 
is taught to read and write 
Latin, which is a language 
with grammar rules very 
similar to our own. Also, 
over 79% of English words 
have Latin derivatives. Thus 
a student is very likely to 
improve his or her 
vocabulary greatly. Along 
with studying the language, 
students study Roman 
culture, mythology, history, 
and the works of great 
Roman writers. This course 
is most beneficial to those 
students planning careers in 
science, medicine, or law, as 
much of the terminology is 
Latin. 

John Battle’s Latin 
instructor, Mrs. Sandra 
Walters, told the Phoenix, 
“I’m not sure there has been 
much of a change in 
teaching methods. Students 
are still taught to read and 
write Latin, but Roman 
culture and civilization are 
equally important. There is 
also much more emphasis on 
word study.” For students 
who are willing to be 
challenged, Latin is a 
profitable course. 
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The Phoenix asked Miss 
Puckett, mathematics instructor, 
about changes she has seen over 
the years she has taught here at 
Battle. She replied, “More and 
more courses that were once 
taught on the college level have 
been added to the high school 
math curriculum.” 

Miss Puckett also commented 
that Pre-Calculus was replaced by 
Calculus which has now been up- 
graded to AP (advanced- 
placement) Calculus. Also, 
computers have been added to 
the math department; students 
now may take a course in 
Computer Math. Miss Puckett 
believes that this aspect of the 
curriculum will continue to grow. 

Furthermore, Miss Puckett 
commented on the sequencing of 
courses. “I have watched the 
order change from Algebra I, 
Algebra Il, Geometry, to Algebra I, 
Geometry, Algebra Il,” Miss 
Puckett said. 

Other changes within the math 
department include the dropping 
of solid geometry and the 
additions of Consumer Math, 
Informal Geometry, Vocational 
Algebra | and Il, and Honors 
Algebra Il. 
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THE SCIENCES — A KEY TO THE 


PHYSICS 


The Phoenix Staff asked Mr. 
L.D. Booher, a biology teacher, 
about the changes that have 
occured in the methods of 
teaching sciences. His replay 
dealt mainly with the biological 
sciences. He said, “With the 
advent of modern methods of 
microscopy and measurement, 
biology has become a more 
exact science. We are now able 
to see the intricate details of 
living organisms and even new 
living organisms themselves 
that we had never imagined 
before. Even atoms are now 
visible with special microscope 
techniques. As new plants, 
animals and protists are 
discovered and classified, the 
realm of our knowledge is 
constantly increasing. Advances 
in modern genetics and 
medicine have presented us 
with a more thorough 
understanding of our own 
physiological design and indeed 
have illuminated our perception 
of the common threads that 
are woven throughout all life on 
earth. Such phenomenal 
advances in the life sciences 
have pointed with increasing 
clarity to the order, design, 
and purposefulness in all of 
creation. Advances in ecology 
have increased our 
understanding of the intricate 
relationship between man and 
the environment and have 
underscored our duty to 
preserve the delicate balance 
of biotic and abiotic factors 
that sustain life on Earth.” 
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As we asked other teachers for 
examples of changes that they have 
witnessed in their department, the 
Phoenix staff asked Mrs. Jurs, a 
Spanish instructor, to comment on 
changes that she has seen take place in 
foreign language instruction. Mrs. Jurs 
stated, “The teaching of foreign 
languages, like many other disciplines, 
has experienced many changes, 
reflecting the national trends, research, 
and needs at the time. Thirty years 
ago, the Russians launched their first 
rocket, Sputnick, into orbit. The United 
States initiated many educational 
programs in the name of defense. One 
of the results was to increase foreign 
language programs. During the 60's, 
schools installed language labs, and 
teachers were trained to teach 
languages through drill methods. Many 
students learned to mimic and repeat 
phrases like parrots but had no sense 
of what they were saying and probably 
could not function with native 
speakers. Throughout the 70's, the 
pendulum swung the other way. 
Colleges and high schools dropped their 
foreign language requirements and 
enrollment dropped drastically. As more 
and more immigrants entered the 
United States, the need for foreign 
language instruction was evident. Most 
Americans were monolingual, and this 
factor reduced their competitive edge 
in business dealings. The 80’s have 
brought forth a new direction in 
foreign language education known as 
the proficiency movement. Teachers all 
across the nation are being trained to 
teach students to communicate in 
foreign languages to be able to use 
their skills with natives. It is not 
incommon to see students trying to 
speak the language and be understood.”

Mr. Hall, History teacher, 
responded to our question 
“How has the subject you teach 
or the way it is taught changed 
over the past few years?” in 
this way: “I feel that the 
interest in social studies has 
improved over the past ten to 
fifteen years. Students seem to 
be more interested in current 
world affairs and why the US. 
is involved. The acts of 
terrorism against the United 
States have brought about a 
stronger feeling of patriotism.” 

Mrs. Thayer, who teaches 
Psychology, mentions that the 
greatest change in her class is 
the development of a classroom 
environment that is less 
structured. This provides an 
opportunity for students to 
design their own year’s study 
of human relations and 
problems. She says that this is 
sometimes a difficult 
adjustment for students 
because they cannot rely ona 
teacher to tell them what to do 
and students must also 
participate in a lot of class 
discussions. 

The Social Studies 
department offers classes of 
U.S. and Virginia History, 
World History, Government, 
World Geography, Sociology, 
Psycology, Economics, and 
Humanities. Students are 
encouraged to take advantage 
of these offerings.
